I told him that I did 
not care to do business in that informal fashion and 
would prefer that the Taotai write me so’important . 
a: matter as a@ message from The eaungli Yamen. The 
Secretary left promising to bring me this in writing. 


About two o'clock another Secretary appeared asking 


me as from the Taotai =~ « ime not to forward 


to you any thing of the message given to me that 
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morning. 'As they were afraid you would be very 
‘angry and as 1. E. Sheng had wired the Tsungli Yamen 
asking them to deliver the message’. I answered 
that of course I mst send you the message as I 
received it. Ti Hung-chang also told me the 8 Ame 
afternoon that he had wired the Tsungli Yamen urging 
themto deliver my message and he also hoped that I 
would not feel bounden to transmit the message to 
you. 

Several messages have been taken by Sheng by 

Li and by the Taotai from Consuls here for their 
Ministers, To all the others the reply has beef 

given that no word has been received from Peking 
with reference to thetr messages? and it was 


apparently through indiscretion that the Taotai told 


me this.

As a matter of fact 
Sheng offered in our meeting of June 26th (of which I 
wired you) nine articles for our consideration. eS 
replied as for the Consular body, that we could nos 


consider them; that if we were friends with the V@ceroys 


we could settle details as we came to snem. IF we 


were not friends no détails were necessary. Sheng

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No assurances were given to the Viceroys except as 


your telegraphed and according to my 267 of June 29th 


I instance the above as a gross sample of the Shanchai 


messages.

When he said to me that 
the Ministers were safe, I asked him who was included 
in that statement. He answered "The Ministers" I a 


asked him "What about the women and children, preachers 


and t@achers, customs people and guards?" He answered 
"l know nothing about those people, they are unimportant." 
I told him that we could not consider them unimportant 
and the mere delivery of the “inisters would not 
settle the whole matter. He replied that from the 
Chinese standpoint others than the “Ministers do not 
count. He was very polite except as I noted in 
reference to Vr. Conger he ommited all titles of 
respect and referred to the ladies of ‘r> Conger's 
family in terms usuatly applied to women of the lower 
classes and not to ladies of position. This I did 
not know until after the interview was over or I 
should have resented it. . 
He pent to me on the 29th and I wired you on 
that date "Li asks answer my telerram 24th". 
On July Slst I received the following telegram 
from you, "This Government will not enter into any 
aivengenent regarding Sseeenttion or treatment of 
Legation without first having free communication with 
Minister Conger. Responsibility for their protection 


rests upon Chinese Government. 
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Power to deliver to Tientsin presupposes power to 
protect and to open communication. This is insisted on. 
Hay.” “I called on Rarl Li on that date and wired 
you as follows:- 

” Delivered -@8sage Li to-day. He dictated . 
question 'If free communication is estab ished 
between Ministers and their dovernnents whll America 
arrance that Allies will not advance on peking 
pending nerotiations. Says if unfavorable. answer 
he will have nothing more to say. Says he to-day 
wired Tsungli yamen Give: Minister my cipher messare.

When I read him your message of which I gave 

him a copy in Chinese he said that it was what he 
expected, and at once asked me to send you the question 
which T did as dictated by him. I told him that the 
game principal seemed to be invioved in it but he 
said he desired it to go to you as he had nothing more 
to say if the answer was unfavorable. “e talked a 
gZ00d deal on the line that now was the opportunity 
for America to show her friendship. I told him that 
while the friendship of the Americans to the “hinese 
people was undoubted, yet the “hinese Covernment by 
imprisoning the Minister and theeatenins his life and 
throatenine the lives of a larrce number of Americans 
had put itself in a very unfriendly attitude and could 
harcly expect friendly intervention by America while 
that attitude continued. “e said that he was convinced 
that free communication would be allowed to the Ministers, 
within a few days. TI then told him of the formal 
refusal of the Tsungli Yamen to me to deliver my 


mcscage to Minister Con,er. He knew of this and said

that he greatly deprecated such refusal and had wired 
the Yanen urging them to deliver my message and return 
to me Waatever message Minister Conger might choose 

to give whether in cipher or in piain words. Te 

then maintained that he could not get a rep ly vunder 


eight days. 


I today received the Secretary's message as 


a 


follows. "Tl do not think it expedient to submit the 
proposition 6f Earl Li to the other Powers. Free 
communication with our representatives in peking is 
demanded as a matter of absolute right and not as a 
favor. Since the Chinese Government admits that it 
possesses the Power to give communication it puts 
itself in an unfriendly attitude by denying it. No 
negotiations seem advisable until the Chinese 
Government shall have put the Diplomatic representatives 
of the "owers in full and free communication with 
their respective “overnments and removed all danger 
to their lives and liberty. We would urge rarl Li 
earnestly to acvise the Imperial authorities of 
China to place themselves in friendly communication 
and co-operation with the relief expecition. They 
are assuming a heavy responsibility. and acting 
Otherwise. Hay." 

And my reply of August 2nd 
"Delivered your message Li, Says Tsunfli Yamen wired him 
they are seriously considering ae iniien 8h teen to 
send Ministers Tientsin.” 

When I gave him your message he made no reply 
at all but said that he had good news for me; vix, 


that the Throne was seriously considering his proposal 


to send the “Ministers to Tientsin. I asked him if 
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for) 
it had been decided to send them and if only the 


ways and means were under discussion. Ne answered 
that the Tsungli Yamen was now considering the 
practicability of sending the numerous foreigners 
safely through the region from peking to Tientsin \ 
which he said was thickly infested with the Boxers. 
If it was decided practicable to send them then 
they would seriously consider the advisability of 
sending them. I do ot yet know whether the old 
man was laughing at me when he called this good 
news, but I answered him seriously and urged upon 
him the absolute necessity of foilowing your advice. 
He gave me no indication of his further intentions. 
He blames the missionaries for the troubles, and made 
a number of statements regardins missionary m@htods 
which I know are untrue. 

This morning (Aug. Srd.) i has returned to 
Compte de Bezaure, French Consul-General, a 
message which the iatter had given him in plain 
french for “. Pichon. In'regard to this Li wrote 
that it had been decided that no messages would now 
be given to the Ministers as the foreigners were 
advancing from Yientsin toward Peking. This letter 
is more openly hostile than any thing Li has said 
before, although he continually laid stress on the 


undesireability of an advance on Peking.

Li Ping-Heng was the Governor of Shanetung when 
the German missionaries were murdered and Kiaochou 
was seized. He was then degraded; later he was made 
commissioner of the Yangtse Valiey defences. About 
the middle of June this year he went North from 
Chingkiang taking soldiers with him and setting more 
as he went. So nearly as we can find out he had 


about 30,000 troops when he reached Paotine. 


According to the information of Sheng, Director

General of Telergraphs, it was by this man's order that 
the Missionaries in Paoting were mrdered. We had 
last heard of them as in the Yamen of the Governor. 
We have no details of their massacre. This man 
reached Peking about the 24th or 25th and at once 
. presented to the Empress Dowager a memorial urging 
the degradation of Liu Kun-yi, Chang Chih=tung and 
the Governors of the Southern Provinces because of 
their agreements with the foreign Powers to protect 
the foreigners under their jurisdiction. He had 
two causes of complaint against Hsu Ching-cheng, 
formerly Minister to Germany, and Yuan Chang both 


membersof the Tsynglt Yamen. They had at one time 


negotiated a secrat Treaty with kKussia and consequently 


were in disgrace on account of the troubles on the 
Amur. They were also urgent with the Enpress 

Dowager to protect and feed the foreigners in Pekin¢e. 
They went to her on the 27th and by the advice of 

Li Ping-heng were ordered taken immefdiately to 

the execution ground and were heheaded. Li Ping-heng 
was on his arrival at Peking made the commander of 


the forces in the city.

I have the honor to report as follows:- The Russian 
Forces at Ta Shih Chiao and other places along the railway. 
between that junction and Port Arthtr have been greatly 
strengthened,and 1,000 troops arrived on 25th inst. at 
the station near this port, The same evening we learnt 
that-the Russians had captured Siung Yao,about 40 miles 
South of us at 5 p.m, 

Barly on the morning of the 20th we learned that I00 
Russian: cavalry and 500 infantry,from the station,with 
4 field guns,were-moving in the plain immediately South 
of us. We presumed they had gone there for the purpose 
of intercepting any insurrent Chinese troops retreating 
from Siung Yao and Kaichow. Instead of this,they sent a 
messenger (Chinese) to demand the surrender of two forts 
or barracks occupied by the soldiers of Generals Chiao 
and Hu,the former of whom kept order in the town,and the 
jatter in the neighborhood. Receiving no .reply and seeing 
the soldiers,of whom there were about 200,running out of 
the forts and making for the City,a distance of about 
7 furlongs,they proceeded to shell the forts and fire (with 
rifles) on the soldiers,of whom they killed and wounded 
about 20. On reaching the town the soldiers reinforced 
by those previously inside,manned the walls and fired two 
volleys on the Russians,who then threw some shells into 
that part of the city and retired with 6 wounded (: two 
seriously ) and returned to the railway settlement ,having 
neither destroyed nor ccanp ted the forts,nor inflicted any 


serious loss,and hav ing by their unprovcked attack enraged

the Chinese soldiers,and mortified the Taotai, and very much 


shaker his belief in the good faith of foreirn officials. 
the barricades were at once manned,and were guarded 
through the day and night. We three Consuls proceeded to 
the Russian Consulate to protest and demand an explanation 
but both Ostroverkhow and the Captain of the"Otvajuy", 
professed complete ignorance,and great indignation at the 
action of the military authorities and at their not hav ing 
either consulted or warned them. Mr.ostroverkhow then 
telephoned that having sot us into this scrape they were 
bound to see us through,and demanded 200 troops to assist 
in manning the barricades. The reply was a refusal to 
enter a Treaty Port unless we were attacked. 
Mr.Ostroverkhow then went himself to the railway 
settlements,in consequence of which abdiit 60 men came

Yesterday Mr.Tanabe called on the Russian Consul to 
shew him a rough draft which I had made,asking the Russian 
Consul to protest in his and our name to Colonel Mischenko, 
and demand an assurance that his action would not be repeated. 

Mr .Oshoverkhov, the Russian Consul,said it would be 
superfluous to send this in to hHim,as he had already made 
the verbal protest,and received a verbal assurance to the 
effect required. Mr.Tanabe therefore wrote to that effect 
to the Taotai ,who had written to say that he was doing 
his best to keep the Boxers and soldiers quiet and begged 
wus three Consuls to restrain the Russians through their 
Consul. The Russians have taken and,! hear,burned Suingyao- 
Kaichow seems to have been burned by Chinese before they 
jeett at to pa’ ticipate: in the attack on Ta Shih Chiao where 
4,000 Russians have for three days been fighting seven 
thousand Chinese; the latter are said to have finally 
retired after destroying three miles of the branch railway 
to this Port.

We have as yet no reliable 
news of the Empress Dowager and Emperor having left 
the Capitol. If the> ied forces reaily attack 
the Imperial city with canhRon there is no telling 
what panic the Palace will edperiance. Ten thousand 
to one there will be unforseen‘dangers; the whole 
country will become enraged; who can tell where the 
resulting trouble will end. 

Moreover in protection the interests of the 
Routh the Viceroys and Governors have all acted in 
accordance with Imperial instructions.

His reply reeeived: next 
day (Sra. ),was,«s verbally indicated te Mr.Tanabe,that this 
was a military and net a eivil matter. Events have meved se 
quiekly sinee,that I think it unmecessary te send you a cepy- 


The same day ,the Taetai sent us three Censuls,a despateh 
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with a eepy ef his te Mr.Ostreverkhew,whieh he asked us te 
suppert. It was praetieally,tkat if Mr.0. wevld withdraw 
all Russian treeps te Ta Shih Chize, the Taetai weuld send 
away all Bexers,and disband the reeently enlisted patrels, | 
retaining Hu's and Chiae’s soldiers te maintain order. ; 

A mest feelish way ef reeeiving Mr.0's reassuring 
conmun ieat jen. Next merning about 7.15,a Chinaman in foreign 
empley came running ut with the news that the Bexers were 
coming up from the barricade near Butterficla’s and Mr. Lister 
hurried eff te give the alarm te the sailers at the Russian 
Censulate. Meantime 5 velunteers-en the Bund saw them 
streaming aleng the river frent te attaek the barricade, 
(whieh has net been guarded sinee the Russian treeps teok 
ever eur barricades) and ran te guard it,twe er three mere 
fellewed,three shets fired in the air rather encouraged the 
Bexers te eharge, and as the leader sprang en te the barricade 
and seized Mr.Halberg’s gun,six and then three more were shet 
dead, and the rest cenvineed that their magic had failed turned 
and fled,as Russians and velunteers rushed te the barrier. 

The Japanese 4id nething,altheugh ene ef their beats 
lay quite elese te the barrier, but a Russian launeh with 
quiek-firing guns came right abreast ef evr barrier,ready te 
assist if anether attack shewuld be made. The steamer * 

* Chungking® eame in while this was geing eon,and Mrs Fulferd 
and baby,Mrs.Bandinel and yeunger sen,Mrs.and Miss Farmer,ete, 
were sent en beard. The Chinese now fired heavily with 

rifles and gingalls frem the Seuth en the Russian tvease. 

ané continued te de se for many hours but witheut hitting a 
single persen, the treeps replied with with rifles and ene 
Hetehkiss 5 barreled gun- Between 2 and 5, Pom. the "Otvayng’ 
epened fire, her shells passing ever the town and disturhing 
the Chinese in the barracks and elsewhere eutside the walls. 
Abeut 5 Pom, most of the Chinese eembatents fled acress 
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the plain te eseape a mevement ef the Russians with Artillery 


and Cavalry,te eut themeff. The “Otvayng* then stepped 


firing, but resumed en being fired en from the tewn inte 
whieh she sent seme shot and shell. Finally abeut 6.30 p.m, 
Messrs. Lister,MeCaslin,H.A.&H.F.Bush, amd Sehmidt with the 


Cempradere ef the Russe-Chinese Bank,went down teown,and the 
Artillery fire ceased, though rifle shets were still eceeasienally 
fired frem the "Otvayng". They returned abeut an hour later 
with the heads ef the Guilds whe weve infermed by the General, 
that they must deliver up all arms by 10 e'eleek next morning 
ané make ne eppesitien te the entrance ef the treeps. 

At abeut the same t ime the Russian flag was heisted en 
the Custem Heuse. The Taetai sent a message G@beut & in the 
meorning,that he was surrevnded by the Bexers,and requested 
assistance frem the fereigners,later in the day he cressed 
the river with abeut 50 seldiers and fled te Tien echwang-tai, 
where seme Bexers erdered him back te the fert and killed 
ene ef his attendants. He then ordered his treeps te sheet 
and kill the Bexers,and having dispersed them, preeceded 
tewards Shanhaikwan. Yesterday merning H.Sehmidt ef the -—~ 
Russe-Chinese Bank called a meeting of the residents te 
pretest against the Russ ian General bombarding the tewn, l

elieiting the reply-* It was not intended te bembard the 

| eity any mere’, The deputatien whe ealled en him received 
a similar assurance,and were asked te ge dewn town with the 
efficers whe were appeinted te appeint and pest patrels, and 
step leeting. I next ealled en Mr.Tanabe te ask him te jein 
in a letter en the situat ien te the Russian Censul( I haa . 
written eut a pretest three weeks previeusly, but the attaek 
ef the previews day had necessitated recasting the letter), 
and after seme diseussien went reund te Mr.Fulferd; he like 
Mr.Tanabe was fer writing fer seme Preelamat ien er communieat ien 


frem the Russians, I urged that this weuld feree us te either 
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acquiesee er pretest,while by taking the initiative we 
gained a great advantage; finally they agreed te sign my 
letter after making the neeessary ehanges frem a letter ef 
ene Consul tea le.ter ef all. I! trust that my action in 
beth these matters will meet with yeur apprebatien and that 
ef the Gevernment. Returning te my office, I found that 
during my short absence, five Russians had rebbed three ef my 
servants ef $20-wex.. I went te the Russian Censulate, and 
the Censul be ing absent ,saw Viee-Censul Kristy and the Genergl. 
They were very apelegetiec,and teek a let ef treuble ever 
the matter; and I think this may have been ef seme use in 
stiffening the backs ef the efficers whe were just starting 
dewn-tewn to step the leeting,as previeusly arranged. The 
same evening there was a meeting ef some of the prine ipal 
residents invited by the Russe-Chinese Bank te eensider the 
prepriety ef asking Viee-Admiral’ Alexieff, whe arrived that 
day,te appeint Celenel (?) Alcxandrevsky, prev is ienal Geverner, 
instead ef the Russian Censul whe expeets the appeintment, 
and whe is (if pesible) mere disliked and distrusted by the 
Russian residents than by Qny ene else.

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and travelling in carte which though far from comfortable, we had neither 
bidding nor etrav with which to pad the carte, protected us from the

It must not be assumed because Peking has been 
taken that the trouble in China is over.

WHEREAS, The outrages on, plunder, ill-treatment and murder of 
many foreigners, including a great number of missionaries living peaceful lives— 
the heart-rending massacre of a multitude of native Christians—the murderous 
attacks on the Legations at Peking from the 13th of June to the time of their 
relief on the 15th of August—the wholesale destruction of foreign property in 
the various parts of China—and the long planned extermination of foreigners 
throughout the empire have all been instigated, ordered, and encouraged by the 
Empress-Dowager, both in public and secret Imperial edicts; the whole move- 
ment (including the “ Boxer ” uprising) being under the direction of Prince 
Tuan and Kang Yi by Imperial appointment ; and— 

Wauereas, On the defeat of the Chinese forces and the victory of the 
allies a settlement of affairs in China must be arrived at before peace is pro- 
claimed ; and— 


Wuereas, No settlement can be satisfactory or permanent which does 
not aim to secure the real good of the Chinese people and the rightful interests 


of all foreigners resident in China, whether officials, merchants, or missionaries ; 
therefore be it 

_ ___ RESOLVED, That we Protestant missionaries, representing nearly all 
Societies engaged in work in this country, do now, in public meeting assembled 
at Shanghai, appeal most earnestly to our fellow-countrymen at home and to 


our home governments to secure ~ thorough and lasting settlement of the 


present difficulties in China, in the interests alike of the people of China and of 


civilization. Knowing intimately the people among whom we work, we can ‘ 
assert confidently that the present troubles did not originate in any hostile 
feelings toward foreigners upon the part of the common people, and that they 
would never have occurred but for the direct instigation and patronage of the 
Manchu government. | 

All over the empire there are enlightened men in favor of reform and prog- 
ress who are friendly to foreigners, but who dare not assert themselves without 
a guarantee of safety. The general well being of the people, their progress in the 
best and highest sense, and the development of trade with them are intimately 
connected with the spread of knowledge and education, the prosecution of

legitimate missionary work and with the establishment of a good secular govern- 
ment. We therefore respectfully suggest that in our opinion it is desirable that 


any settlement should aim at 


I. The restoration to the Throne of Kuang Hsii, the rightful sovereign 
of China. 


II. Securing to Christian missions freedom from all hindrance in the 


prosecution of their legitimate work and the maintenance of all the rights and 
privileges guaranteed to them under the treaties, which rights and privileges 
have been too often disregarded and denied by the Chinese authorities. 

III. . The recognition and protection by their own rulers of native 


Christians as loyal and law abiding citizens and their exemption from the 


~ payment of contributions for idolatrous purposes and from the observance of all 
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religious customs other than their own. 


IV. It is also suggested that any settlement should be preceded by the 
adeqjuate punishment of all who are guilty of the recent murder of foreigners 
and native Christians, both those who have actually done the deed and those, 
however high in rank, by whose orders or connivance these crimes have been 
committed, and that the trials and punishment take place so far as possible 
where the crimes were committed. We further urge that in taking punitive 
measures every effort be made to avoid all needless and indiscriminate slaughter 


of the Chinese and destruction of their property. 


V. There should, following the settlement, be a universal proclamation 
of its terms throughout the empire, which should be kept posted in every Fu and 
Hsien city for a period of two years, . This is rendered necessary by the persist- 


ence with which such fasts are hidden from, or misrepresented to, the people.

TI have just received your inquiry about &. W. 


crocker. 

In reply: Crocker was for some time an employee 
of the Customs sorvies in Canton. During the early 
part of the Phillipine war he built the "Water-Witch", 
a small steam launch on which he sailed for Manila. 

The “Water-Witch" was struck by a typhoon whilst en 
route and foundered. We was saved and went into 

the interior of one of the Phillipine Islands where 

he was lost sight of for some time. Later on he 

was heard of at Manila and thither all his mail 

was forwarded from this Consulate. His mother, Mrs. 
Sarah F. Crocker, No. 73 Sigourney St., Hartford, Conn, 
impelled by her strong maternal love for him amde 
several ineffectual attampts to reach him by letter 
and otherwise. She learned somehow that he refused 

to receive her letters, photo, ate. when handed to 

him by the Postal authorities at Manila. Deeply hurt 
and indignant at such remarkable conduct she addressed 
this Consulate on Feb. 5th, 1900, asking the Acting- 
Vice Consul, Mr, H. T. Smith to destroy all letters 

of here addressed to her son and supposed to be 

then ly ing in this Consulate. 

Mr, Smith notified the poor woman on March 2lst, 
that all of her Letters etc, had been forwarded to 
Manila and that he could learn nothing of her son's 
whereabouts. 

Since then E. Whitney Crocker has not returned 
to canton, as far as I can learn. In fact I believe 
he is still in Manila.

Crocker was fer a short time connected with the Im- 
perial Customs Service in Canten,China,but resipned frem said 
service and at the time I was sont to Canton,May,,1899,he,wit!) 
an English subject by the nume of Pears,was engaged in build- 
ing @ small schooner yacht called the "Water Witch". In the 
early fall of *99 the vessel was tewed by a steam launch 
down to Hongkong where she was completed. Shortly aftervard 
she sailed for Manila with,so it was reported,a cargo of 
supplies for the United States Government forces. I heard 
nothing more of the vessel until the account of her shipwreck 
which was published at length in one of the Hongkong papers. 
Beth Crocker and Pears were aboard and they,with the crew, 
managed to reach land where they were captured by ‘he rebels. 
The partners became separated and Pears,after,according to 
his story,suffering numerous privations managed to escape. 


Since that time nothing has been heard in Canten of Mr.Crocke?’

and the general belief was that he had been killed by his 


captors or died in captivity. 

During Mr.Crocker’s stay in Canton his letters came 
addressed to the care of the Censulate,most of them from his 
mother. She wrote me that she could not hear from him and 
I sent for the young man and lectured him on the subject. He 
promised to write regularly thereafter and I judge did so 
for a time,but after his departure for Hongkong I received 
two letters from his mother saying that she had again lost 
track of him. I forwarded his letters to "care of the Hong- 
kong Censulate" - the addtess he left me-and they were sent 
from there to Manila. The young man was considered by his 
acquaintances in Canton to be a bit eccentric and visionary, 
but bore a ;ood character for sobriety and square dealing. 
He appeared to be plentifully supplied with money.

I thank you for your very prompt and kind letter of 


August I6th,and I take advantare of the fact that you say 
that you read my previous letter with interest,to write

but only if the United States gets a clear understanding

I do not think that it is necessary for me 
at this time to say anything more than has been 
said in regard to the importance of our trade at 
Newchwang. It seems to me feasible however that

"I told Governor Chekiang I have no instructions 
to make any demands regarding Kuchau massacres; 
but that it is expected he will make proper 
punishment . Purther punishments will then be 
demanded if you think it necessary. Goodnow." 

You will remember that the Governor of Chekiang 

sent to the other .fficers of that Province the 


proclamation of June 20th ordering the killing of 


foreigners; which proclamation he afterwards countermanded 


through the influence of the Treasurer and Railway 
Director Sheng. Last week he wired Sheng to see the 
English Consul-General and myself with regards to 

the demands we would make on account of the massacre 
at Kuchau. The Taotai who was at Kuchau in tuly 

was cashiered and has abscorided. The next Taotai was 
removed because he maiie no effort to punish the guilty 
parties. Now through a memoriai of Sheng and Liu 
Kun-vi, the Governor of Chekiang has been removed 

and the Treasurer has been appointed Governor. 

We lost no property at Kuchau. T have had no 
instructions regarding indemnity, if any, to be asked 
for the two lives lost. I therefore told Sheng as 
per my telegram above.

Yesterday morning H.E.Sheng wrote me a note in which he in- 
formed me that he was in receipt of a telegram from the Grand 
Council,advising him that an Edict had been issued on the 12th 
inst appointing him and Yun Tsu Yi,the newly appointed Governor 
of Chekiang,to promptly settle the affair of the Chuchow massa-~- 
cre and instructing them that there must be no further delay. 

It seems to me that this is a very satisfactory appointment and 
is evidence that the Court te endeavoring,in good faith,to set- 
tle the outrages that have been committed in this remote part of 
the Empire. You are aware that two of the victims of the Chuchow 
massacre (Misses Manchester and Desmond) were American citizens. 

I shall be glad to know if you wish me to take any part in the 
Settlement of this matter.If you do,kindly send me full instruc- 
tions. 

H.E. Sung Sheo, the newly appointed governor of Kiangsu,is 
now en route to Soochow from the Capital of Kiangsi. The French 
Consul General here,@ompte de Bezaure,has wired his Minister pro- 
testing against his being allowed to take up this appointment on 


the ground that he is strongly anti-foreign and is directly re- 
Sponsible for the destruction of some thirty mission stations in 


Kiangsi while he was the governor of that province.T am also in- 
formed that the British Consul General,¥r.Warren,has wired the 
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spitish Minister protesting in general terms against the ap- 
pointment of any anti-foreign officials to posts in the Yangtsi 
Yalley.The appointment of Sung Sheo was the immediate cause of 
this action.T know that a large number of mission stations were 
destroyed in the Kéangsi province, but the loss to American Soci- 
eties 18 comparatively trifling. I am not prepared to say that 
he should is held responsible for these outrages.In any case he 
ought to have credit for protecting the property of Protestant 


Missions in most places in his province.H.&%.Sung Sheo is @ Manchu. 


His successor,as governor of Kiangsi,is Li Hsing Jui.He is said 6 
to be an able man,with @ good record and his appointment to this 
important post is quite satisfactory. 

Ching Sing (Manchu),the new governor of Hupeh,arrived at Wu- 
chang on the 15th inst and was to take over the seals of office f 
from Viceroy Chang Chih Tung yesterday.He was former Provincial 
freasurer of Honan,and is said to have been the right hand man of 


the notorious Governor, Yu Chang.

5 The piaintiff company denies that 


such proposed building is partially on

Purposes compatible with ite being

no longer use it for the parposes which 
itis permitted by the Regulation to 
pat it to. The Oouncil’s contention 
that the absolate ownership of the land 
in question |belonge to the pablic is 
also uotenable from another point of 
view. Land made by accretion belongs 
to the Emprror of Ohina accordi: g to 
Chinese law as given by exp:rte in the 
Ines case (““N-O. Daily News,” page 
97), and the proprietor of the land has 
a prior right to annex it. If he did 
not wish to do so, then another 
could fill it in and annex it by report- 
ing the circumstances to the propor 
authorities, (Ioce case, p. 104) Ina 
this case the propristor’s title deed 
covers all the land in dixpu‘e; he has 
even now to go down to below present 
high water mark to get all the lend 
called fer by the title deed. The 
native authorities by granting him his 
title deed has given him the right to 
the acoretions without farther re. 
ference to them. Ona the other band, the 
Council has never applied to the native 


- authorities for any title to the land, 


and therefore as between them and the 
Emperor of Ohina, it belongs to the 
latter, From either point of view 
therefore the Oouncil has no title to 
the land it claims, I now propose to 
call my evidence, 

O. Marray Adamson, sworn, stated ; 
I em one of the directors of the plain- 
siff company. In the month of February 
lest my company agreed to take a 
lease of this land for 20 years at Tis. 
1,000 per annum. We hed already 
leased pert of the land in Amoy Rad, 
where the old Ice work was ereoted. 
As a matter of economy we de- 
cided to take over the remainder of 
the Jand in order to pat ap a building 
there for the new plent, When we 
took up the 'aod we hed no knowledges 
that it was r.quired by the Oounoil 
and would not be allowed to be built 
npon, It was qrite a esurprisa to the 
dir-ctora to read the correspondence 
exche: ged with the Oounoil, If we 
are not allowed to bu'ld according to 
our plap we cannot possibly pat up the 
mechi ery on the rest of the land. We 
will bave to go elsewhere in which case 
we will ba put to considerable trouble 
and expense. We have made a pro- 
posal to give up a certain portion of 
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sulete stands was once foreshore, and 
tkat 0 title deed for it was applied for 
pd granted. In onr osee no pew title 
deed is neorseery. Aocording to the 
GC creil’s oct they can ron e 
read right through this Oorsulete if 
they went to spd also threogh the 
Jeyarese Conralate and the Hongkew 
Wherves. Yiu can well realice what 
¢:ficulties will ocour, If the Ooanoil 
get this piece of lend it will be praoti- 
celly useless to them unless they are 
willing to pey ® great deal in compen- 
sstion to those owners who bave built 
right op to the foresbore: The evidence 
showe that between Honan and Fokien 
Roads no prgotiations have teken place 
toobtain the ldnd, and also that houses 
bave been built rightup to the water 
line. Between Fikien and Obekiang 
Riesds it tarps out that the lends 
surrendered 816 opposite to those which 
beve new title deede, the owners 
having merely given up their right to 
shenko, ar @ that the le: d. eurvendered 
were 10t held under any title deeds 
The owner of Lot 567 bes no intention of 
giving it ard will bave to be 
taken tefore the Lard Ccmmissioners 
snd money ccmpénestion will have 


tobe paid. If the Oocuncil likes to 
have out lend we will give it op under 
Regulation VI A. and proper’ compen- 


sation most be given bat the Council 
wents to tske the Isnd without any 
ecmpentsticn.

We 
bave only the evideroe'of Mt. Godfrey, 
who ssys that it is necersary in order 
thet access may be hed for beats lying 
slongside and for carte, Whoever 
beard of Datives requiring carte?

Loste. At present ope csm’sce on the 
tercb there boatmen going about dis- 
chatgirg cergo end repairing boats 
witbout any difficulty whatever ea they 
lave secees to their boate. Mr. 
G: dfrey aleo said that the proposed road 
will be useful in cete of fre, How weak 
the Ccnncil’s cate is when an argument 
of that description hes to be brought 
forward, Mr. Godfrey also said that 
regotiations bave been going on for 
ibreyears, If this road is so necessary 
why bes the owner’ of‘ this lend not 
ben spprosched a long time sire f 


Bat he eaid that some owners have not 


been epproached, therefore there oan 
be no such necessity for this road, 
otherwise they would have been ap- 
prosebed before now. There is no rea- 
son why the boatmen should chorse 
thie side of the river any more then the 
other side where there isa road rap. 
ning all along, The Ocuncil bas ro 
olaim whatever on the ground which 
ie not foreshore under the rega'ation of 
1854, I trast the ooort wiil say that 
this is a reasoneble construction to put 
op the regulation in question and that 
when land ceases to be foreshore it 
esnnot be used for the same parpose as 
it used to be, I ask that the plaintiff;’ 
petition be granted and if the Ovurt 
considers it should be granted I ask 
that an er quiry be instituted to enquire 
what dameges ‘the plaintiffs have sus. 
tained. Owing to the Oouncil’s refasal 
to grant the permit to build, we have 
been put to expense and the Ooancil 
should pey the dameges we have susé 
tained, 

Mr. MeoNeill in bis samming up ssid 
that he would confine himeelf ony to 
ite matrial qoestors raised, which 
were two. In the firat place he had to 
prove tbat this land was foreshore and 
under the circumstare:s be had of 
course also to prove that it was forr- 
shore originally and bed not cessed to 
be’ foreshore since. Oa that point 
they hed the evidence of Mr. Thorne 
which was supported by Mr. Godfrey. 
Taking a look at the land all round 
ard secirg that it wee larger, Mr. 
Thorne came to the conclasion that a 
ortain point, at least 50 feet from the 
ft nce, wee thet on which hisnorth western 
bc ondary stone veed to stand and was 
formerly the extreme limit of the dry 
lad on that side of the lot. They had 
a ccpy «fa plen which he bad deposited 
st the British Ocnsulate, That p'an 
shiwed oa espet’ on which Me. 
Thorre wae prepared to ery thet hig 
bour dery stone once stood with 40 ft. 
cr more cf foresbore bryond it, I+ had 
b ep meetured and found to be about 70 
feet from the present fence. Mr. Thorne | 
stated that be did not get as dry land all 
the land celled for by bis title deed and 
‘ley bed Mr. Godfrey’s measurement 
which showed that Mr. Thorne wes 
right, and Mr, Thorne’s svi ‘ence stood 
abcoluiely uncontradicted. He urged 
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therefore that it bad been proved that 
the lend wae et one time foreshore. 
Mr. Piatt took the position that the land 
bad orased to be foreshore within the 
regulation. It beceme then « qa‘ation 
of construction of the Land R-galation 
ard he (Mr. McNeil!) found hie prin- 
cips! point io the wording of the n- 
gulations, These had been regarded as 
loose and bad and soon, but they did at 
lesst make a plein statement, That 
statement in regard to foreshore cou!d 
not be got over,and moreover the regule- 
tions of 1854 said that land which onos 
fell ander the provision proclaiming it 
to be foreshore wes not to be resumed 
egain, The regulations of 1869 streng- 
tbened the position that thie land, if 
foreshore originally, bed not ceased to 
be subj: ct to pablic rights; inasmach 
as they contained provisions for the 
resumption cf foresbore with the consent 
of the ratepsyers. The prcordure 
indiested wee combrous but there was 
po impossibility of carrying it out in this 
or other cases. The O- uncil did not want 
the full possession of the land, they only 
wanted the foreshore for public uses, 
Mr. Platt made a strong point when 
he seid that Jand which beoame sab- 
ject to publio uses became subj ot to 
a particular class of uses and then for 
the purposes of his argament he cited 
the Irce Care and aeeuming that the 
rights exercisable by the UOouncil were 
well d« fined in the Ince Osse he urged 
thet this land was no longer available 
for this purpose. It seemed to him «a 
little late to meke that contention, 
They hed heard from the evidence 
of the plaintiffs that the land extended 
po lees than 13 feet beyond the high 
water mark. How could they say that 
a road on the extreme onter edge of 
the lot would not be available to the 
public for scores to the river or as Mr, 
Godfrey ssid for access for the boat 
people to the shore, It bad been 
stated that the construction of a road 
weuld be of no benefit to the public, 
as the public were at present using the 


land precisely in the same way es if a 


road existed, landing cargo, eto. Now, 
he would point out thet it was given 
in evidence that the whole front was 
ferced along snd there was in fact only 
ope emell jetty aveilable for landing 
purposes so that the right of the 
public to use this foreshore was 


very slender indeed, 


: 


: Before leaving 
this tubj ot of the foreshore he wonld 
like to mention, as regerds the oonien. 
tion that all acoretions belonged to th, 
Emperor of Ohina, that no donbt they 
were all agreed on that propositi yo, bat 
it did not help to the solation of this 
case. In the present case and that 
of Ince there was no suggestion that 
the right to the acoretions did not pass 
under the title deede, for in neither 
case could the title deed area bs 
otherwise mide up, He had no desire 
to shirk the question of neovssity, 
bat that wes en _® matter for 
the court to decide, The Ooanoil had 
no desire to make a road which was not 
pecessary, They had a certaia amount 
of expert opinion, some of which the 
Court bad heard, Oue of the reasons 
given by Mr. Godfrey was about fir., 
He thought it was a very important one 
as a steam float could not be brought up 
as quickly as an engine. It was cov. 
tended that the necessity for this road 
was dieproved by the action of the 
Council in not negotiating for the 
surrender of all the land along the 
creek. At the time when negotiations 
were begun there was no Article VI, 
and therefore when they started nego. 
tiating they began with those who had 
not built up to the creek. He hoped he 
hed sufficiently explained that point He 
contended that the bulk of the evidence 
wae against the plaintiffe who were not 
jastified in asking for the permit. He 
would ask Mr, Platt to admit that it 
was distinotly understood that if this 
land was declared to be foreshore the 
Ice Oo, would not build upon it. 


Mr. Platt: Of course the Oourt 
understands that the plaintiffs do not 
wish to interfere with the existent 
foreshore and the Oourt has heard that 
the pleintiffe have agreed to give up a 
10 foot strip of land to enable the 
poblio to have scoras to the creck. 

The President: Assaming that you 
have proved the necessity of the roxd, and 
acrumivg that the lend now in dispate 
is foreshore, on what do you base your 
claim to appropriate it? _ 

Mr. MoNrill: The Ooanoil are not 
cluiming in thie case.

In coming to a decision as to what 
is beach ground the Oourt considers 
that regard should be had to the 
nquiremepts of the particuler locality 
and to the manner in which Article V, 
bes hitherto been constraed and spplicd 


in that locality. 
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The Ocurt is of opinion that the 
amount of land which the plaintiffs 
have cffered to surrender ie sufficient to 
enable the public to erjoy the use «f 
the beach ground. 


The Oourt makes no order regarding 
the dameges sustained by the plaintiff 
ccmpany by reason of the deferdante 
baving refaeed to approve the plen of 
the buildings ss the defendants in duing

proposed aleven afticies of the Treaty shouid not be 
agread to, 

First. They claim that article one in its wording 
would only return to China the task of preserving law 
and order among the people in Manchuria, leaving the 
Ports and foreign relations entirely in the hands of 


Russia,

Sacond. They say that articie four specifies that 
the number and location of Chinese troops in Manchuria 
ere to be subject to the consent of Russia. 
Third. They say that article eight specifies that 
Russia is to have the monopoly of Mining and Railway 
rights in Manchuria; and that no other Nationais shail 
engage in Industriai and Commercial enterprises in 
Manchuria except by the consent of Russia. 
Fourth. They say that article eleven specifies that 
Russia shall build abranch from its main line to the 
Great wall at a point which is in the Province of Chihli 
and that this branch shall be operated, governed and 
protected on the same system as on the main line. This 
of course implies that Russian troops will protect this 
Line iste Chili, which would bring the Russian troops 
within a dey of Peking. 

If their statement of article eight istrue, it 
might seriously affect our great and growing trade with 
Manchuria in cotton goods and other staple lines. 

I write you thus fully as I take it for granted 
that you desireme to keep you posted in regard to ma tters 
coming up here even, at the risk of writing you something 


you already know.

At the previous hearing of 
the case, which took place on the 
6th December, 1900, an application by 
way of motion was made by the de- 
fendants, the Pacific Export Lumber Co., 
objecting to the jurisdiction of this Court 
in the case. id wet ; Sager ee 
and Platt or plaintiffs an 
Mr. itis. (Bleoors Browett and Ellis) re- 
presented the defendants. The judgment 
wa3 as follows :— : 

In this case, according to the pleadings 
and arguments, the American Trading 
Company, a corporation organised in New 
York State, by its agents in Tientsin 
agreed to buy a certain amount of lumber 
t> be delivered at Taku, from the Pacific 
Export Lumber Company, a corporation 
organised in Oregon. Such lumber was 
shipped by the steamer Elmbranch, which 
arrived at Taku in July, 1900. On ac- 
count of the conditions prevailing at and 
near Taku at that time, the lumber was 
net unloaded there, but the Elmbranch 
was ordered to Chefoo, the nearest port, 
to be unloaded. Upon arrival at Chefoo, 
it is claimed by the plaintiffs that tbe 
master of the Elmbranch demanded that 
demurrage should be calculated in a cer- 
tain way (set forth in the Petition), and 
declined to deliver all of said cargo of 
lumber unless and: until the American 
Trading Company should agree to pay 
demurrage as demanded. The plaintiffs 
claim that demurrage was paid as demand- 
el] to the amount of £1,316.8.9, but only 
under protest and not as rightfully due, 
an! that said money was paid out by the 
Shanghai branch of the American Trading 
Company. 

Wherefore the plaintiffs bring suit by 
their Shanghai agent in Shanghai for the 
return of the said demurrage, claiming 
that such money had been wrongfully de- 
manded and paid. Service of the said 
petition was made on the Vice-President 
of the defendant Company at Shanghai. 
The defendants deny the jurisdiction of 
U. 8. Consular Court in Shanghai in this 
case, claiming : — 

1.—That the cause of action did not 
— in the Consular district of Shanghai ; 
an 

2.—That the defendants, being a cor- 
‘poration organised under the laws of the 
State of Oregon, can only be sued in 
Oregon and under the statutes of that 
State. 

With regard to the first objection, 
section 4,085 of the Revised Statutes 
reads as follows: “Such offieers are also

nearest to which, the contract was made, 
or at the port at which, or nearest to 
which, it was to be executed, and in all 
other matters, at the port where, or 
nearest to which, the cause of controversy 
arose, or at the port where, or nearest to 
which, the damage complained of was 
sustained ; provided such port be one of 
the ports at which the United States are 
represented by Consuls.”

In the present it is acknowledged

came in, which was not contemplated when 
the contract was made, and was not inelud- 
ed in the specifications of the contract. 
On account. of the interesting and uncer- 
tain, but nevertheless menacing, conditions 
then prevailing in North China, the cargo 
could not be unloaded or received at 
Taku, and the Elm ranch was ordered to 
Chefoo to unload. A dispute rose about 
calculating demurrage, and the branch of 
the American Trading Company at Shang- 
hai paid the demurrage as demanded and 
new sue, vot for breach of contract, but 
for the return of money unlawfully de- 
manded and paid. This cannot te said to 
be a matter of contract, but must come 
under the second part of section 4,085 of 
the Revised Statutes. It is claimed and 
not denied, that the demurrage was cal- 
culated partly on time spent in Taku and 
partly on time spent in Chefoo, and the 
cause of controversy may therefore be said 
to have arisen partly in each of these two 
ports, and should the case be tried “in 
the port where the cause of controversy 
arose” the suit would need to be divided 
and separate suits brought in Tientsin 
and Chefoo. The money was paid out, 
however, by the Shanghai branch, which 
therefore sustained the damage. This fact 
brings the suit into this Court. The first 
objection raised by the defendants must 
therefore be denied. | 
| Tt does not appear to the Court that the 
second point raised in the demurrer can. 
be sustained in fairness and equity. 
American corporations are doing business 
in China, having all the protections and 
privileges of American citizens and copart- 
-nerships. They cannot evade the duty of 
obedience to American laws. They can 
sue here; that has never been denied. 
They cannot deny justice by forcing 
parties having claims against them to seek 
remedy on the other side of the world. 
Such a contention needs only to be stated 
and its injustice is self-evident. Privileges 
and duties must go hand in hand. 

In this case personal service of the com- 
plaint was made on the Vice-President of 
the defendant Company, who has been in 
China for some months and is still here. 
This association of individuals has had pro- 
per service through one of its associated 
members and officers. The second objec- 
tion must be denied. 

It is therefore ordered that the answer 
of the defendants, objecting to the

I nand you herewith a telegraph map of China 
showing land and cable iines corrected to date. 

The land lines are all owned and operated by the 
Imperial Chinese Telegraph Administration. 

The cables are all operated by the Great Northern 
Telegraph Company. The line from Shanghai to Chefoo and Taku 
is owned by the Chinese Government and is operated under 
a thirty vear lease. The line from Chefoo to Port 
Arthur is owned by the Russian Government. The line 
from Chefoo to Wei-hei-wei is owned by the Engiish 
Government. The lines from Chefco to Tsintau and 
from Shanghai to Tsintau are owned by the German Governmnet. 
These various Government lines are operated by agresment 
by the Great Northern Telegraph Compnay. You will note 
that there are two lines from Shanghai to Hongkong; one 
touching at Amoy, the other at Fuchau.

I beg to recommend that the salary of the 
Interpreter at this Consulate General be fixed at $2,900.00 
per year. 

The present salary ($1500.00) was fixed many years 
ago and the cost of living in Shanghai is fully one third 
more than at that time. 

There are no fees now attached to the office. Five 
years ago I am informed that the fees were about five hundred 
dollars per year. 

The Interpreter at the Iegation receives $3,000.00 
per year and house rent. The work here is as hard and much 
more varied than the work at the Legation; while the salary 
is just half the salary of the Legation Interpreter. 

In addition to his duties as Interpreter, the 
Interpreter here sits two days in the week in the Mixed 
Court and has charge of all the litigation of Américans 
Against Chine@se. He receives no fees for this work and the 
burden Ox it is increasingly heavy and more responsible.. 

You will remember that Mr. Williams ieft this office 
as he could not live on the salary. Should armthing happen 
to Dr. Barchet I do not know how I could replace him. 

I beg to recommend this as an absolutely essential 


increase. 
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I desire to cail your atiention again to the general 
proposition that none but American citizens should be employed 
as Interpreters in the Consulates in China. I do not need 
to urge upon the Department the wrong to ourselves in the 
employment of Chinese as Interpreters. The Department 
oniy needs to look back over the records to find the trabies 
caused by and the scandais against Chinese Interpreters. 

You must know that there are many such cases known in China 
before any get to you. Not only do Chinese use their 
office for illegitimate purposes but they do not dare to 
interpret unpleasant things to high Chinese officiais and 
their employment is a distinct ioss in our prestige and 
dignity. They make our interpretation servéce the laughing 
stock of the Chinese and of other foreifn officiais. 

Proper American Interpreters can not be had at the 
outperts for the present saiaries. $1500.00 is the minimum 
amount which should be paid for such service; and 
American citizenship shouid be a sine qua non for appointment 
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to such office. 
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I, like my predecessors have frequently urged this 
point. I see it @s a necessity more strongly as I am here 
longer. The necessity is so great that J] have been impelled 
to write again on the subject although I can only reiterate 
what I have said often before.

Replying to your number 898 and 982; understand 
that the American Association have already written you on 
the mdeet. I would suggest the salient points to be 
covered in the new Commerééal Treaties. 
l- Lekin. The total abolition of Lekin is to be desired. 
Whether it is possible without an internal revolution in 
the Empire is questionable. Its regulation and its foreign 
supervision are possible and would put an end to the many 
and gross iryeguilarities which now render this internal 
taxation unequal in its application and therefore disastrous 
to trade, 
2. Inland Navigation. The regulation of Lekin wiji 
tend toward making iniand navigation possible. The 
present rules adopted have prohinited rather than allowed 
Inland Navigation except on the Yangtse Rivar, and ina 
few isolated cases. The present steamer ana iaunch lines 
have proven immensely valuable and have opened up the Trade 
of the sections where they operate to foreign articles. It 
is absolutely necessary that improved methods of communication 
shall be established and allowed to operate freely, if foreign 
Trade is to increase to very mich beyohd its present

- Land Ownership. Steam Navigation demands coal. The 


Present coal supply for it comes from Japan although it is 
known that the coal deposits in China, tributary to the » 


water ways, are larger in amount and better in quality than

those in Japan. Under the present mining regulations, none 


of the large coal deposits in Central and Southern China 
ean be touched by foreigners. Absolute ownership of land 
vy foreigners anywhere in the Empire, and mining privileges 
subject only to proper ropalties to the Chinese authorities 
are essential to the opening up of Chinaj-if this iatter 

is to be considered desirable. 

4- A Treaty protecting patents and copyrights and Trade 
marks should be insisted upon. The authorities in Shanghai 
through courtesy, have given us a quasi protection for 

such trade marks as have heen registered in this Consulate. 
More than two years ago, Viceroy Tan at Canton, at my 
request, issued a proclamation protecting the trademarks of 
the Standard Oil Company in Kwangtung and Kwansi Provinces. 
The Chinese are imitating many of our manufactures. As 

our Trade grows larger this situation is more serious. 

5- A proper system of procedure in trials of civil cases 
of foreigners against Chinese and a certainity of°enforcing 
judggments in such cases is now a necessity. Almost all 

of this litigation is in Shanghai. The Mixed Court was 
established for this business, The Chinese official who 
acts as magistrate is a sub-prefect, a subordinate of the 
‘magistrate ‘of the old city of Shanghai. A number of Chinese 
here are too high in rank for their cases to be tried by 
such an official. His decisions are subject to review by 
the City magistrate, the Taotai of shanghai, the ,rovincial 
Treasurer, the Governor of the province and the Viceroy, 
these at last. The rules of his Court are the rules of 
Chinese procedure. As you know there is no finality in 
Chinese litigation. Hence it is almost impossihle to 
snforce a judggment. A little officiel is continually 
Subject to pressure from those qutside and those above ‘him. 
Even if a decision is given and a judg¢ment enforced, nothing 


in the Chinese law prevents the whole subject from being

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gone into again in an indefenite number of times in the 


same or Other Courts. Por example, a case was started 


here three years ago between an English and two American 


firms as against a Chinese. Judgkment has been given in 
“ene Mixed Court in favor of the foreigners by the Taotai. 
against the foreigners, and later in their favor, and now 
the Vieeroys has ordered the case to be taken up by the 
faotai of Ningpo ab initio. mhis case involves T@éls 
120,000. 
6- -The Sea Coat Harbours, especially those at Shanghai 
and Tientsin must be improved in order to allow the entrance 
of deep sea going ships. The cost of this mist necessarily 
be borfie by the foreign Commerce and the foreign owned ships. 
They are not willing that maney contributed oy them shall 
be expended by Chinese officials. Not only nust the Woosung 
River be improved hut also the bar at the mouth of the 
Yangtse. On this latter there is not more than twenty 
four feet at all high tides. rhe new ten thousand ton 
boats from America for this coast will draw 31 feet when 
fully loaded,
